Cooper explains results of survey

Several Sierra Madreans have asked frequently 
about the Sierra Madre Environmental Action 
Countil (SMEAC) Opinion Survey on recycling. In 
April, 5500 surveys were sent to all residents and 
over a two-month period, almost 30 percent were 
completed and returned. (A few water bills were 
included and were redirected to the water depart¬ 
ment.) 

Of the surveys returned, there was an over¬ 
whelming vote for recycling. Results follow: 

Question 1: 1500 wanted weekly pickup of 
curbside separated recyclables — 327 wanted every 
two weeks — 161 said either was okay. 

Question 2: On single container for all re¬ 
cyclables — 922 against — 506 for, with a num¬ 
ber of questions on the economics.

URM forum set for July 20 


Question 3: Composting had 1481 yes votes 
with some saying that they already did composting 
and many thought the city should start this program. 

Question 4: Retaining SMEAC’s Recycling 
Center as an option, got a resounding yes. 

Question 5: On buy-back center, there were 
1085 no — 389 yes — and many questioned as 
to where it would be located and how would it 
look. 

A large percentage did not think there should 
be an increase in rates, but, rather, a reduction 
supported by the sale of recyclables. (Unfortunately, 
curbside separation is not yet cost effective.) Most 
wanted the city to receive the proceeds from the 
sale and use it to reduce these costs. 

Some suggested that we use all methods of 
recycling. It was also suggested that those who do 
not participate in recycling, pay the extra cost. 

While many of the comments had to do with 
the economics, a large percentage saw it from 
the environmental angle and applauded, offered 
help and said, “It’s about time, what took it so 
long?’ ” 

The survey, as well as SMEAC Center’s re¬ 
cycling tonnage, were submitted to Scholl Canyon 
as our plan to reduce recyclables in the waste 
stream. The results of the survey have been given 
to the City Council on several occasions. 

Now, it is up to Sierra Madreans to see that 
a plan to recycling in some form is implemented 
soon. 


Wtiile The New.s office rocked momentarily with 
I he second earthquake Monday, Sierra Madre Build¬ 
ing Official Steve Pock explained that as of this 
week he had still not heard from all the building 
owners with buildings dating pre-1933. 

Pock sent a letter a month ago to 64 build¬ 
ing owners in Sierra Madre whose downtown com¬ 
mercial buildings were constructed before 1933, 
which would determine that the buildings were made 
of unreinforced masonry. 

The state of California has mandated that a 
list of affected buildings and a plan for deeming 
those buildings earthquake -proof be in place with¬ 
in a year. Sierra Madre has determined that 64 down¬ 
town buildings are URM buildings and that the 
owners must address the possible danger of these 
non-earthquake-proof buildings. 

In answer to Pock’s need to get a revised list 
of URM buildings, Main Street Project Manager 


Ron Hudson announced to the City Council Tues¬ 
day evening that a URM information session has 
been set for July 20, 7 to 9 p.m., “to facili¬ 
tate understanding of the URM legislation miti¬ 
gation . . ., to provide an opportunity lor both 
public and private sector representatives to become 
more knowledgeable about the testing, building 
strengthening options, costs and related matters.” 

Hutson said that financing and mitigation would 
be addressed, also. 

“A revised URM list is still incomplete due 
to lack of response,” Pock told The News Monday. 

The list of 64 names had been withheld from 
publication in case any of those buildings had un¬ 
dergone strengthening. Pock stated. Rather than 
embarrass the owners needlessly, the list was held 
at city hall until responses from the owners were 
received.

Possible re-regulation 
of television industry 


Some 14 different bills have been intro¬ 
duced in Congress aimed at re-regulation of 
cable TV, which would place the industry in 
a regulatory position similar to utilities. 

Various representatives are maintaining 
that the cable TV industry, as a whole, has 
local monopolies and has increased rates un¬ 
fairly since federal deregulation in 1986. 
Among well-known leaders of the movement 
are Senator Albert Gore of Tennessee and 
Howard Metzenbaum of Ohio, who point to 
nationwide rates which have increased 32 per¬ 
cent since deregulation in 1986. 

The basic rale in Sierra Madre has risen 
over 100 per cent since 1984, trom $8.95 
per month to $17.95 per month. 

Cabicvision, which serves Sierra Madre, 
includes Arcadia, Bradbury, Glendora, La 
Verne. Monrosia and San Dimas. According 
to C'ablevision tlencral Manager Thom Pre- 
veite, the rates are the same for all seven 
cities. 

Congressman Carlos Moorhead s office 
said that a letter had been received from the 
mayor of Monrovia, sent on behalf of the 
City i ounctl and city, protestini the rate. 


Two other cities in the Congressman’s district, 
Glendale and Pasadena, served by other cable 
companies, have also sent protests. 

The spokesman stated that various forms 
of re-regulation were under consideration, as 
well as allowing competition such as phone 
companies into the cable business. 

Prevette justified Cablevision’s rate in¬ 
crease by pointing out that viewers now have 
available 48 channels versus 12 channels for the 
1984 rate. On a per channel basis, he noted, 
the rate has gone from 75C per channel per 
month to 38C per channel per month. 

He maintains that Cablevtsion does not 
enjoy a monopoly in the entertainment market 
since it competes daily for discretionary enter¬ 
tainment hours. 

When reminded that most of Sierra Madre 
is dependent on cable for any TV reception, 
he agreed that the community, because of the 
mountain! directly behind, is in a special 
category. 

He staled, however, that prior to deregu¬ 
lation. It waa difficult to operate in a pro¬ 
fessional manner and most systems operated

ACC asks community 
to compare scores fairly

SMPBE recently asked the people of Sierra 
Madre to “compare scores.” However, the word 
"compare” obviously assumes comparability. The 
strength of the cliche that apples and oranges 
cannot be compared, attests to our need to know 
that we are comparing like things. 

In the case of school districts, we can only 
compare like populations; we cannot simply com¬ 
pare an affluent district with a white majority 
sucli as AUSD to an economically and ethnically 
diverse one such as PUSD. 

However, since the state gathers its CAP 
data by ethnic and socio-economic groups, com¬ 
parisons of particular groups are possible. Given 
the population of Sierra Madre as a commu¬ 
nity and its attendance zones within PUSD, the 
only group which can be fairly compared is white 
students: Arcadia has no socio-economically com¬ 
parable groups of black or Hispanic students; 
Pasadena has insufficient numbers of Asian stu¬ 
dents. 

In addition to comparability, it is essential 
to use data in some meaningful way. Presenting 
scores in percentile ranks is the most misleading 
and least informative way. Consider, for example, 
Wilson Middle School’s current Average Percentile 
Rank of 19.3 for grade 8. 

Bill Honig’s message to the principal, in res¬ 
ponse to grade 8 scores, says: “Congratulations. 
Your .school met the statewide performance goal 
and is in the highest performance category. 1 hope 
you continue the good work and continue meeting 
goals.” (May 8, 1989) Clearly, percentile ranks do 
not tell us much. Percent Correct Scores, however, 
do. Following are Percent Correct Scores for 
grade 12:

In a three-year study, 1986-88, in 87 percent of

One of the News’ 
readers pointed out the 
possible incidence of 
Lyme disease in this 
foothill area because of 
the nearness of the moun¬ 
tains above Sierra Mad¬ 
re. 

A Methodist Hospital 
spokesperson told The 
News that no cases had 
been detected there as 
of this week. 

Lyme disease, caused 
• by the bite of a deer 
tick, has captured the 
attention of health of¬ 
ficials and researchers 
nationwide. 

In 1988, the number 
of Lyme disease cases 
increased to over 5000, 
more than double the 
number reported in 1987. 
Now, the disease has 
spread to 43 states. 

Deer ticks infected 


with a spiral-shaped bac¬ 
terium, or spirochete, 
are the problem. The spi¬ 
rochete is transmitted to 
humans and animals 
while the tick is attach¬ 
ed to the host to get a 
blood meal. 

The tick can only 
transmit Lyme disease 
when feeding, usually in 
the mild weather during 
spring, summer and ear¬ 
ly fall. 

Unlike some biting in¬ 
sects, the tick doesn’t 
fly, jump or drop onto 
prospective hosts; it 
simply stays at the end 
of tall grasses or other 
vegetation waiting to en¬ 
counter a suitable host. 

Prevention of Lyme 
disease remains the most 
important step in curb¬ 
ing its incidence until a 


vaccine is discovered. 
Outdoor lovers should 
continue to enjoy warm 
weather activities, but 
they should take some 
simple precautions to 
help protect themselves. 

Since the tiny size of 
the tick can make detec¬ 
tion difficult, use the 
following prevention 
routine to keep ticks 
from attaching themsel¬ 
ves to your body: 

• Wear light-colored 
clothing that makes the 
dark ticks more visible. 

• Tightly woven cloth¬ 
ing makes it more dif¬ 
ficult for ticks to hold 
onto you. 

• Wear a collared shirt 
with long sleeves tucked 
into pants and long pants 


tucked into high socks to 
keep ticks from crawling 
under your clothing 
when spending time in 
woods or areas with tall 
grass. 

• Hunters, wear a hat, 
gloves and boots, and 
tape your boots to your 
pants for extra protec¬ 
tion. 

• Protect any exposed 
skin by applying a repel¬ 
lent effective against 
ticks that can be used 
both on skin and cloth¬ 
ing. Thorough spreading 
increases its effective¬ 
ness. 

• Check frequently for 
ticks while outdoors. Af¬ 
ter an outing, look for 
ticks on your clothing 
or gear. You should al¬ 


so take a shower or bath | 
and examine your en¬ 
tire body, especially 
hair, scalp and back of 
neck. 

• Check pets carefully. 
They carry ticks into the 
home. 

Sometimes, despite 
every precaution, Lyme 
disease strikes. In ma¬ 
ny cases, the first sign 
of infection is a rash ap¬ 
pearing after the tick 
bite. It is usually bright 
red and circular, accom¬ 
panied by headache, fa¬ 
tigue, low-grade fever 
and aching muscles and 
joints. If any of these 
symptoms occur, consult 
your physician. Most 
cases are treated success¬ 
fully with antibiotics.

tionally and financially. 
We feel it’s incumbent 
upon us to run the dis¬ 
trict as economically as 
possible. It may be sev¬ 
eral months before we 
know (the answer to that 
question).” 

When Clark was asked 
what the district is doing 
to bring supplemental 
water to Sierra Madre, 
he answered, “We are 
bringing state water 
through contract with 
the State Department of 
Water Resources. That 
entitlement escalates to 
a maximum of 28,800 
acre feet of water per 
year. The contract runs 
through 2035 and the

maximum will be in 
about 2010. Right now 
we are collecting 10 to 
12,000 acre feet per year.” 

Clark said the district 
is “financially sound 
through investments that 


are being made. There 
are capital replacement 
costs that may be in¬ 
curred. We keep a low 
profile in Sierra Madre. 
It is unique because it 
is not in the main San 
Gabriel basin. It’s in the 
Raymond Basin and has 
not required water since 
the district was form¬ 
ed.” 

When asked about 
Sierra Madreans’ paying 
into the district even 
though the town receives 
no water in return, Clark 
said, "It’s a form of 
insurance. The district 
was formed to remain 
out of the MWD grasp. 
We don’t know the mo¬ 
tivation for Sierra Mad¬ 
re to join the district.

What an embarrass- 
of riches in local 
theater! Why does every- 
thbig open at once? 

The Sierra Madre Play¬ 
house has a well-cast ver- 
sipn of “A Thousand 
Clowns” running. Frank 
Patano carries the weight 
of a show which has 
some wonderful laughs, 
but is not rightfully a 
real comedy. The au¬ 
dience seems called to 
sympathize with Mur¬ 
ray, an unemployed 
writer, irritated into 
inaction by routine, 
hustle and stupidity, but 
admirably attuned to the 
never-ending comedy of 
humanity and to the 
wondrous variety of the 
world. Unfortunately, he 
has taken on responsibi¬ 
lity in the form of a 
homeless nephew whose 
school has called auth¬ 
orities to investigate his 
unconventional life style. 

The authorities are ob¬ 
viously the villains. But, 
they are deftly played 
by Karen Callen and 
Glenn Greenberg. They 
consist of an inexperien¬ 
ced psychologist who is 


overwhelmed by Mur¬ 
ray’s vision of freedom 
and an experienced, 
over-worked social 
worker, doing what he 
can with his own acer¬ 
bic personality. 

Entirely suited to its 
original ’60s period, it 
presents not only an ap¬ 
pealing picture of a free 
soul, but a practical 
question as to whether 
his independence is ad¬ 
mirable, escapist or me¬ 
rely selfish. 

Jim Waterhouse is 
both funny and pathetic 
as the idiot TV perfor¬ 
mer Murray has written 
for, and Christian El- 
sesser does a fine job 
as the willingly conven¬ 
tional nephew. Brad 
Kahn is especially effec¬ 
tive as a brother willing 
to play the game and roll 
with the punches.

The 
witches become ileform- 
cd mutatits raveling in 
revohitig voo doo, and 
the bloody talc takes on 
vigorous reality through 
the combined efiotts of 
ilircctoi Kathryn Bikle 
and fight art anger Dati 
Speaker. 


Warwick makes a stal¬ 
wart warrior, pushed 
past his own point to no 
return by a handsome 
and fierce Lady Macbeth 
(Lesa Lockford). Made 
fearless by the witch’s 
prophecies, he collapses 
when they prove two- 
edged and goes down 
before a vengeful Mac¬ 
duff (Rick Williamson) 
in a stage battle wor¬ 
thy of a martial arts 
movie. 

For “Macbeth” fans 
this is a lively, if not 
very profound, addition 
to the collection, and for 
beginners willing to be 
patient and listen to the 
longer speeches, it should 
prove an exciting intro¬ 
duction. For informa¬

It do¬ 
cuments the love affair 
of the great French act¬ 
ress Sarah Bernhardt 
with the American pub¬ 
lic at the turn of the 
century, an affair that 
led her to make nine 
tours across the states, 
four of them “Farewell.” 

Katherine Helmond is 
charming as Sarah, but 
it is tricky to reproduce 
a masterpiece, and only 
verbal records exist of 
a woman who must have 
had magnetism beyond 
her well-known acting 
ability. Playwright Ruth 
Wolfe has little enough 
to go on, other than 
superlatives. There is on¬ 
ly one exaggerated and 
flambouyant bit of mo¬ 
vie film, taken in her 
old age, to hint at the 
style of a woman who 
was the toast of two con¬ 
tinents. Whatever she 
really was, she is not all 
that remarkable in this 
otherwise quite satisfac¬ 
tory tribute to her.

“Some owners have sent back the city’s letter 
with no response. Others have not replied at all,’’ 
Pock said. 

“We have to look at the earthquake for two 
factors, magnitude and duration. If the magnitude 
is high but of short duration, there could be less 
damage than if the magnitude is low but the dura¬ 
tion of the quake is long. This can cause just as 
much damage as high magnitude. My survey of 
the buildings in Sieira Madre was visual only, using 
state-mandated guidelines. Now the building owners 
need to have a structural engineer determine what 
the buildings need.” 

He said that if the owners can give him a con¬ 
firming date of when the buildings were recon¬ 
structed, those buildings could be eliminated from 
the list. If the buildings were constructed after 1933, 
owners should produce building permits or a record 
of the construction date from the county. 

“The first thing an engineer does is the push 
test. He cores a number of holes in the wall and 
takes those back to the lab to analyze what the 
walls can withstand horizontally and laterally. If 
there is displacement, it moves. If it passes the 
test, the walls are strong enough to support the 
roof load. There will be a need to make the roof- 
to-wall connection by tying the roof to the walls. 
After the roof is off, construction workers put 
down plywood which gives them a horizontal 
shear diaphram. This is structural rehabilitation 
as per the Division 88 state requirement. I implore 
the building owners to respond as soon as pos¬ 
sible.’’

at a loss year in and year out, as was the 
case in Sierra Madre, because local govern¬ 
ments set rates too low. 

He said that the quality of programing 
and service was “much much better than be¬ 
fore deregulation.” For example, he said, the 
average customer service phone response time 
is down to 25 seconds, but, he admitted 
that no service is available between 5 p.m. 
and 8 a.m., “because of our small size.” 

He noted that the entire cable system has 
been rebuilt at considerable cost, with a long¬ 
time pay back on the company’s investment. 

Cablevision’s contract with Sierra Madre 
will run until 1998. 

Various bills submitted to Congress would 
return control of cable rates to local govern¬ 
ments and mandate 60-day notice of ser¬ 
vice changes. Some would also push cable 
systems to establish local stations. Among 
the latest bills to be submitted, one by Sen¬ 
ator Joseph I. Lieberman of Connecticut and 
one by Rep. Christopher Syays of Connec¬ 
ticut, contain these provisions.

In other action, the council overturned the 
Planning Commission’s denial of a side yard var¬ 
iance for a spa with a fountain and raised planters 
to be constructed within five feet of the eastern 
side yard property line. The council found for 
Susan and Greg Doherty and granted the variance. 

Mayor Crow will appoint an ad hoc committee 
to address the question of recycling in Sierra 
Madre, and Western Waste proposes a six-month 
pilot curbside recycling program in a portion of the 
city.

Under the lease pricing agree¬ 
ment, the cost per year over five years was approved 
Tuesday evening. 

Both the 1989-90 budget and Ordinance No.

que message to the Gov¬ 
ernor and Legislature. 

Taking their places on 
the west side of the Cap¬ 
itol, the visiting hospi¬ 
tal administrators, em¬ 
ployees, trustees and vol¬ 
unteers formed a 100- 
foot wide, 80-foot tall 
marching band forma¬ 
tion of the word HELP. 
They listened as rally 
leaders emphasized the 
growing crisis in health 
care, and they shouted 
out in unison, ‘‘We 
need HELP!” 

C. Duane Dauner, 
president of the Califor¬ 
nia Association of Hos¬ 
pitals and Health Sys¬ 
tems, told the crowd 
forming the human HELP 


MESSAGE, “Health 
care in California is on 
the brink of collapse. 
And the losers in the col¬ 
lapse of our health care 
system are the patients. 
Neither we nor our elect¬ 
ed officials should ever 
lose sight of that cru¬ 
cial truth.” 

The average hospital 
in California receives on¬ 
ly 67 cents for every 
$1 of care provided to 
Medi-Cal patients. Short¬ 
falls in the Medi-Cal 
payments to hospitals 
rose to $1.1 billion in 
1988, and combined with 
the growing number of 
uninsured residents of 
California, this has left 
hospitals in critical con¬ 
dition. Many of these 
hospitals are sole com¬ 
munity providers. Over 
80 percent of the rural 
hospitals in California 
operated in the red last 
year. 

Dauner was joined by 
Assemblyman John Vas- 
concellos (D-San Jose), 
chairman of the Assemb¬ 
ly Ways and Means

Committee, and Assem¬ 
blyman Bruce Bronzan 
(D-Fresno), Chair of the 
Assembly Health Com¬ 
mittee. Both Legislators 
called for increased fund¬ 
ing for health care in 
California. 

Dauner noted the 
Gallup Foil released 
earlier in the day on 
May 10 shows that 82 
percent of Californians 


surveyed want the tobac¬ 
co tax money to in¬ 
crease the amount of 
health care funding for 
the uninsured and the 
poor, not to be used to 
replace existing funds. 

“Health care in Cal¬ 
ifornia is bearing the 
burnden of balancing the 
governor’s budget,’’ 
Dauner said. “We can’t 
let that happen.’’

When Christian Scien¬ 
tists gathered in Boston 
June 5 for their 94th 
Annual Meeting, it was 
not within a set struc¬ 
ture of church delegates, 
committees and delibera¬ 
tions. 

For The First Church 
of Christ, Scientist, the 
meeting represents a 
coming together of church 
members from around 
the world with a single¬ 
ness of purpose — to 
rededicate themselves to 
Christian healing. 

Much of the two-hour 
annual meeting consisted 
of a series of interviews 
with church officials 
conducted by new Mo¬ 
ther Church president, 
David E. Sleeper, of Dal¬ 
las, Texas. He brings to 


the one-year appoint¬ 
ment many years of ser¬ 
vice to the denomination 
including its ministry of 
Christian healing. 

Also announced at the 
meeting was the appoint¬ 
ment of two new lay 
readers for The Mother 
Church, to serve three- 
year terms starting this 
month. Horacio Omar 
Rivas of Boston is first 
reader and Marion Shel¬ 
don Pierpont of Des 
Moines, lA, will serve 
as second reader. Pier¬ 
pont reads from the Bible 
at the Sunday service and 
Rivas reads from “Science 
and Health with key to 
the Scriptures” by Mary 
Baker Eddy.

Unusual, creative, controversial, sophisti¬ 
cated are some words previously used in this 
column to describe the kind of approaches 
Sierra Madre has to adopt to move the down¬ 
town revitalization program ahead. 

Being a small town, characterized as a 
mountain village, local business, professional 
and governmental leaders will not necessarily 
be quick to adopt unconventional solutions. 
Last week I said one of Main Street’s res¬ 
ponsibilities is to “see that the facts are made 
available ... the opportunity exists for dis¬ 
cussion and debate.’’ 

Think about this actual example. Roches¬ 
ter, Mich, with a population of 8000 in a 
trading area of 420,000 population within a 
10-minute drive work up one day with three 
retail vacancies in one of its downtown blocks. 

Urged by the Mayor, the Rochester Down¬ 
town Development Authority leased the space, 
then hired a business recruitment coordinator 
to go after the businesses the DDA felt would 
make the best mix downtown. Their program 
has been successful in attracting the type of 
business they feel strengthen downtown. There’s 
a lot more to the story, but the basic con-

cept ot a local community taking control of 
their own destiny by leasing vacant property 
is at least unconventional. Some would suggest 
it is aggressive, unusual, risky. Some will 
even be in opposition. 

I strongly support the concept. The speci¬ 
fic mechanics of how the concept is carried 
out here in Sierra Madre is subject for debate. 
What facts support the concept? 

First: Property owners, regardless of how 
loyal they are to our village, have an invest¬ 
ment in their building which must generate 
cash flow. Leased property is preferable to 
vacant. And tenant choice is not as important 
as having a tenant. 

Second: Property owners, as individuals, 
will not necessarily share a common vision of. 
the downtown tenant mix most beneficial to 
our economic development, so the selection of 
tenants will not have any emphasis on main¬ 
taining an effective “shopping center type’’ 
business mix. 

The marketing niche strategy study refer¬ 
red to last week will soon generate specific 
alternatives for downtown Sierra Madre. If the 
40 or so acres we call downtown was a “mall” 
under development, the property owner/deve¬ 
loper would be calling the shots on what 
was going into the building spaces. What 
makes anybody think the same concept is not 
valid for downtown Sierra Madre? If I wanted 
to take a trip to Woodstock, Ill., I’d feel 
much more secure if I were doing the driving . . . 
1 kno w where I want to go.

For the past few weeks 
several conflicting stories 
have surfaced relative to 
the future of Best Dis¬ 
posal which has the con¬ 
tract for Arcadia’s refuse 
pick-up and recycling 
program.

No spokesman from 
Best could be reached, 
however, the telephone 
receptionist did indicate 
that only the non-res- 
idential portion of the 
business had been sold. 

The buyer, according 


to McIntyre, is Brown¬ 
ing Ferris Industries, 
known as BFl. This is 
an international com¬ 
pany based in Houston, 
TX. 

Five commercial haul¬ 
ers are licensed to do 
business in Arcadia, and 
Best was just one of 
them. Therefore, the 
change in operations at 
Best will not have a 
“huge impact on the Ci¬ 
ty of Arcadia,’’ explain¬ 
ed McIntyre.
